In tlic Easter procession of the Aus- 
trian Court the Empress woro a train 
fully thirty feet long, upheld hy two 
pages in red doublet and liose. The 
dress was of pale lavender silk, trimmed 
■with, tufts o|,floffi^Uk of lydarkishade. 
Her head-dress was' a cap of ilie same 
stuff, encii'cled by a light coronet be- 
neath which iell the superb trcsse.s famed 
throughout Europe. Tiiough looped 
Lack to tiie head, they hung in massy 
plaits to the waist. The dress ajid train 
were covered in lace of tJie rarest, and 
oldest manufacture. Behind ' Her Ma- 
jesty, one by one, marched fifteen Arch- 
duchesses and great ladies, dressed in 
eveiy brilliant colour of silk or velvet 
They had trarn-s, but a little shorter, 
borne by two footmen. 

The reason why the Czar so suddenly 
removed General Ti-epoli" has come out. 
It was not by way of- concession to 
public senti&eiit;''but" because Trejwff, 
thinking himself fatally wounded, made 
his will leaving 3,000,000 roubles, say 
S2, 200,000, to his family. The Czar 
had always thought that Trepoff was 
poor and honest, and served him tlirough 
personal devotion,";and was so shocked 
at this disclosure that-' his'^ favoiirite 
shared in the common coiTuption of 
Russian official life that he at once dis- 
missed his unfaithful servant 

The day alter the papers had stated 
that the damage to his windows had 
been^assessed tat £2, Mr. Gladstone re- 
ceived a badly-^vritten letter from a 
working man enclosing the exact sum. 
The writer said that he and his family 
had felt so ashamed of the great states- • 
man's windows having been broken by 
any one calling himself a workingman, 
that they had scrajied together the sum 
to pay for the damage. . 
. ..An intimate friend of Gambctta's 
speaking of his reported diplomatic at- 
tempts at Rome, Vienna, and Berlin, 
said, "Gambetta's dream and one am- 
bition is to die (for he knows he has 
but a short time to live) as President 
of the French Republic, consolidated by 
him, through his obtainmg Alsace and 
Lorraine, or at least Metz, from the 
Germans, in exchange for a liberal 
anti-Catholic foreign French policy, 
with concessions to German policy in 
connection with other German desires," 

Henri Rochefort who has just been 
married for a. second time— he espoused 
his dying mistress just before being 
transported to Noumea, so as to legitim- 
izejtheir children — was the man of whom 
Alexandre Dumas remarked when he 
first saw him, twenty -five years ago: — 
"Tliat young fellow has the head of an 
adventurer of the times of Valois. He 
wili Neither come to rule or bo hanged." 
The illustrious editor of La LaQterne 
came withiii aSi ace ol being 'shWafter 
the Commune. 

Frederic Harrison has a paper in 
the "Fortnightly" on the French work- 
mens' Congress. He regards Commun- 
ism as dead in .France. The majority 
no longer attack the general principle 
of property. Their general schemes 
amount to very little beyond vague 
hopes of co-operation and the demand 
for legal freedom of accociation. Mr. 
Harrison regards their projects as vague 
yearnings for light — the voice of one 
•crying, "Watchman, whatof tlie iiightl" 
Will the night soon pass?" Never, he 
isays, was people s6'v^ of a 

wise guide-nbr so' iwell . prejmred for 
guidance. 

The "World" hears from a quarter 
whence much early and true informa- 
■fiadn of '-a^^like-kind' has reached it^ that 
" Prince Bismarck has been sorely hinder- 
ed ill his real desires by the Emperor 
William's personal ad'ection for the 
Czar. But for tliis Bismarck is alleged 
to have expressed his opinion that tliere 
■would be a great stake to play for — 
none less than to compel Austria to 
accept the Empire of Turkey in Europe 
. and Constantinople giving up her Ger- 
man Proviiices'to Germany. The Ger- 
■man Chancellor considered England 
would certainly not have objected, as 
the plan proposed would have secured 
possession of the straits to a Power 
thenceforth bound to oppose all further 
Russian aggression in that quarter. 
" The "Journal de St Petersburg," 
commenting on the late speech of Vis- 
count Cranbourne (once Mr. Gathorne 
Hardy) at Bradford, says: — "If a treaty 
concluded becween six Powers has been 
violated for twenty years by one of the 
contracting parties so grossly that the 
indignation of Europe has been thereby 
aroused, there remain but two courses 
open "-tb' the remaining signatories— 
either to unite and compel the treaty- 
breaking member to carry out its en- 
gagements, or not to act at all, and to 
consider themselves relieved from their 
oAvn engagements. Russia, on three 



separate occasions, called ui^on the 
Powers to take tlie first of these courses, 
and England alone opposed its adoption. 
After the failure of the Conference of 
Constantinople had led to the second 
course being iwippted; it ^wm ope to 
pursue theVay iiiarke^^ 
tradition. It exceeds the bounds of 
common-sense today, when the war has- 
created new rights and new duties, to 
recall former engagements ■which ,\vere 
never kept by any one," 

A Forllous Voyaare of a BrazUian 
iTeerro. 



New York, May 21. — The bark 
'Carrie Long; -which arrived hero from 
Buenos Ayres on .Monday; .brought a 
Brazilian negro who was picked from 
a raft in mid-ocean, 'dying from starva- 
tion. Francesco, the negro, escaped 
with two ^companion convicts from the 
Island of,Fernando do Naroua, to which 
he was- sraitenced.^ for" burglary. The 
thi-eo men built a raft of driftwood, and 
with a bit of old sail and Ta^ifew pro- 
visions sailed for freedom; - .■■Tliey wore 
becalmed, and their provisions gave out 
the third day. One convict was pros, 
trated by fever, and the next day his 
body slid,,from the fi'ail -craft.-. And 
then came a teirrible storm in -which the 
mast and remaining companion were 
swept away. Three days more Fran- 
cesco floated at the mercy of wind and 
wave, without food or water, ami un- 
conscious much of the time. On the 
tenth day thei Carrie Long bore down 
upon him. He was discovered and 
rescued. Water, followed by gin and 
water, revived him till he could bear 
food. The Long's captain refused to 
give the convict up to the authorities 
at Matanzas, saying that he deserved 
liberty for his trials. Now, the cap- 
tain, having brought Francesco here, 
doesn't know what to do with him, 
and wishes'lhat he'Vould run away. 

The Pecuniary Value of Life. — 
A- certaiii amount of expense has to be 
incurred in any class be^rpt a^child can 
attain such an age and 'such a strength 
that it can earn its own livelihood. It 
is very difficult to estimate what the 
expenses of even a careful man who 
passes through the ordinary university 
career must have been before he is able 
to earn anythuig for himself. Among 
the lower ranks the problem " is sim- 
pler, though the facts and ilm genera! 
course of events have, makhig due al- 
lowance for diflTerenco in station, a con- 
siderable similarity. "The value of any 
cla.ss of lives is determined by valuing 
first at birth, or at any ago, the cost of 
future maintenance, and then the value 
of the future eaminga Thus proceed- 
ing, I found the value of a Norfolk 
agricultiu-al laborer to be .£246 at the 
age of twenty-five; the child is by this 
method worth only £5 at birth, .£56 
at the age of five; £117 at the age of 
ten; the youtli £192 at the age of fif- 
teen; the young man £234. at the age 
of twenty; the man £240 at the age of 
twenty-five, £241 at the age of thirty, 
when the value goes on declining to 
£136 at the age of fifty-five and only 
£1 at the age of seventy; the cost of 
maintenance afterwards exceeding the 
earnings, the iralu© becpmeH negative; 
at eighty the Vttlue of the cost of main- 
tenance exceeds the value of the earn- 
ings by £41." A computation of this 
kind places the value of a population 
before us in a now liglit We see how 
great the vigor of the productive activ- 
ity of the inhabitants of these islands 
must have been which has enabled the 
British Empire to make such vast strides 
in material wealth during the past forty 
years, while parting with so many of 
the youngest and ablest of the com- 
munity to colonize other lands, and to 
carry to them that wealth which their 
labor would otherwise have been worth 
to the - mother country. — "Quarterly 
Review. ' ' ' . ' "

A communication from a prominent 
citizen to the Mayor and City Coun- 
cB, read at the last weekly meeting of 
tliat body, and complaining of the an- 
noyance caused by cattle roaming at 
large^;^i]g[the city limits, calls for 
more tlian - 'mere passing notice. It 
wouS" appear that the author of the 
letter, Mr. Henry Khodes, has on many 
former occasions made similar com- 
plaints, but his communications have, 
one and all, failed to receive the atten- 
iilbn'tbivy^hrch entitled. Now, 

ifc^^taSkea U8;,aB highly improper that 
citizens should be subjected to serious 
annoyance and their families exposed 
to actual danger from the fact that 
cattle are allowed to run at largo in 
thickly populated parts of the city. 
Indeed, except in "a desert»d>;yrillage" 
the cause of such a grievance'^buld 
not he permitted to exist for a mo- 
ment" But here, the capital of one 
of the most important Provinces of tlie 
Dominion, cows, by a special resolution 
passed by the City Council, are allow- 
ed to enjoy perfect immunity from the 
operation of the pound by-law in any 
shape . or^ fonarv The ^^traordinary 
anomaly exists that, whilst a steer, ac- 
cording to the by-law, is liable to be 
impounded if caught at largo within 
the pound limits, a cow is suffered to 
enjoy "unfettered freedom, to commit 
depredations on well-kept gardens and 
to make her presence generaUyj^ob- 
noxious both by day and iiight '' But 
this is ndt all. The anomaly exists in 
a still more aggravated form, and on 
Sundays, if we are rightly informed, 
cattle of every description, and horses 
from the thoroughbred to tlie cai/use 
are by special proclamation "invited to 
enjoy the freedom of the city and re- 

■ gale tlieniselves on all the delicate her- 
• bago that private gardens and vacant 

lota afford. Verily, this fair city must 
, be, regarded as a perfect elysiuin on 
earth by our quadruped population. 
On reference to jthe Pound By-law of 
1877 we gather that the Council "mciy 

■ from time to time define the limits 
within which cows may graze -svithout 
being liable to bo impounded." A few 
months since the Council availed them- 
selves of this authority and exempted 
cows from the operation of the by-law 
in toto. This step may have been 
taken out of consideration to certain 
poor'«Tjebple/;.who ; derive a livelihood 
from the sale of milk, but who have no 
grass' lands-on' which to depasture their 
cows. We will take tlio charitable 
view of the question and say that sucli 
was the case, but even in that event we 

. question the wisdom of the resolution, 
for immediately steps are taken to 
benefit a minority at the expense and 
annoyance of the majority a .system of 
class legislation is introduced which 
must in the long run prove j'roduotive 
of much dissatisfaction and many ob-

(Sefves iis, and^ w^^ it does, the 

pound-keeper or city shepherd has on 
several occasions been instructed to 
drive stray cows over the pound limits, 
but we have always failed to perceive 
the least justice in such instructions, 
inasmuch as- they* are calculated to do 
an injury to a citizen who happens to 
reside vt^^lye. feet beyond those limits 
■whilst^ they benefit a resident wliosc 
property is twelve feet Avithin tlio 
■liinits. It is in fact an exemplification 
of making fish of one and fowl of an- 
other. This, it must be admitted, is 
wrong in principle, for taxpayers con- 
tributing to the general municipal; rev- 
enue in the same ratio should receive 
the full benefit of all by-laws without 
distinction as to locality of residence. 
We could mention the names of many 
prominent citizens whose private rcsi- 
,dence8 are beyond the pound limits as 
..at.prraent-defined, but whose business 
premiftBs are^ of the city. 

Why then, since they pay the same 
property tax for the suburban as for 
the city e3ta])liahment, should the latter 
be protected from the ravages of stray 
. cattle whilst the former is particularly 
set apart for their peculiar enjoyment? 
The more <-we -look into the administra- 
tion of the Pound By-law, the more we 
are convinced that for some time past 
it has been not only faulty but unjust, 
and the more fuUv are we imprcftsed 
■with the fact that it would be far better 
to erase the by-law altogether than to 
permit a continuance of the present un- 
satisfactory state of affairs. The very 
existence of the by-law is prima facie 
evidence of the Council's responsibility 
for its being properly enforced and in 
the event of their ignoring that respon- 
sibility they expose the city to a suit 
for any damages that may result from 
such neglect. • If it is not the intention 
of the Council to enforce the by-law 
without exemptions; if it is not intend- 
ed to render it applicable to all locali- 
ties within tho city limits, then the 
Sooner it is repealed the better. But 
in recognition of the lyimerous and 
serious complaints made of late and 
arising out of the cattle nuisance, it is 
to be hoped , the Council will show 
themselves alive to the importance of 
the trust reposed in them and anxious 
to study the interests of citizens by 
passing an amended by-law that will 
meet the requirements of the city and 
may bo readily and effectually enforce^l. 



THE FZSSEZIZSS OF TSE 2T0IITE-

The fisheries established on the 
North-west coast in the vicinity of tho 
mouth of Skeena j River are destined 
at no remoife^dateito form a very prom- 
inent featiure intthe industrial lustory 
of the Provihca The most extensive 
of these establishments is that of the 
North-western Commercial Co. situ- 
ate some 20 miles north of the Skeena. 
For several seasons past this company 
liave carried on a lucrative and rapidly 
extending businese, and on Wednesday 



last they f hipped 300 cases of canned 
sahnon for consumption m .the^^Btern, 
provinces of the' Dominion.' - ^05®;' sal- 
mon is of a very superior class aai'd se- 
lected with especial care Tlie com- 
pany haveion jhand at the/_present nio- 
nient a Jtobk of^<iaiis@8offi^nt -io- pfiiii 
lip IS.OOO casea.bf sldms^'but^theyi 
fully expect before the'*mpiration of 
the season to put up at . least 20,000 
cases, and from all appearances there 
is every probability of that expecta- 
tion being realized. The various 
branches of the fishery- afford employ-, 
menit to some 20 white men, 27 China-' 
,men'ana,7when"the''riin"^ salmon ' ia' 
most numerous, to' upwards of 100 In- 
dians. Tho latter are employed to 
catch the fish and dean them, whilst 
the Celestials solder the cans and the 
whites perform the, skilled labor- and 
superintend the several departments. 
The pay of the natives is $1 per day 
in trade, that of the Chinamen §26 per 
month and that of tho white hands 
according to the positions they occupy 
and their skill as mechanics. There 
are thirty boats engaged in connection 
with the fishery and twice that num- 
ber of nets, representing in value a 
large amount of capital. The material 
for the cases is procuretl from Mossra 
Williscroft & Co., who have a first- 
class sawmill and planing machine at 
Georgetown, near Fort Sin^pson, and 
tho cannery is kept readily supplied 
with fish by a commodious little pro- 
peller — tho Iris — ^whioh plies' between 
the various fishing stations. The en- 
tire establishment is under tho direct 
superintendence of Mr. W. M. NeiU, 
an indefatigable worker and careful man- 
ager. Some 1 5 miles south of the mouth 
of Skeena River a second salmon can- 
nery lias very recently been established, 
known as the Windsor Canning Co., 
and notwithstanding the brief period 
tho establishment has been in operation 
tho company are doing a thriving busi- 
ness and expect during the present 
season to put up^iPjQpQjQaaraifof jc.'fish. 
They employ lO white men^SO '^Gliina- 
men and about 40 Indians. Their fish- 
ery is conducted on almost precisely the 
same basis as that of the North-wes- 
tern Commercial Co,, and there is 
every probability of its occupying a 
prominent position amongst the fisher- 
ies of tho Province. On tho Naas 
River a fishery has also been establish- 
ed for two years by Mr. J. J. Robert- 
son whose attention, as described in 
the columns of The Colonist a short 
time since, has been more particularly 
devoted to the extraction of oil from 
the oolahcan and the curing and salting 
of that delicate little fisli. " It would 
seem, then, that as there is ample room 
for the investment of filrther capital, 
there can be no doubt but that the 
North-west coast of tlie Province will 
ere long form a most important indus- 
trial section of the country. At cer 
tain seasons there is an unlimited sup 
ply of fish of the finest quality and from 
every indication no difficulty is experi 
enced in finding a lucrative market for 
them when economically and properly 
canned or cured.

Latest advices from tfie gold diggings 
on San Juan River state that the Halpen- 
ny party, owners of the Discovery claim, 
loft on Wednesday morning for a creok 
some four miles lower down tho river witli 
the intention of prospecting there. Thoy 
have erected 3G0 feet of flume for their 
original location. Tho Froohold Company 
Imvo constructed 150 feet of ilume and 
liave Buflicient lumber on tho ground to 
juild another 100 foot, which will be found 
requisite. One of tho mombors of the 
company recently obtained a prospect of 
75 cents to tho pan, and if tlio diggings 
are worth working at all it i.s expected 
that tho Freehold will prove as rich as any 
of tho claims located. Tlio Mountain 
Rose Co. are awaiting the results of work 
in the Discovery Co. 's claim. Messrs. 
Buttomer and H. Smith loft tlio diggings 
at 4 o'clock on Wednesday morning ^ritli 
^ 201b-pack and reached Goldstream at 9 p. 
m. the same day,travoling some 35 miles — 
an-uhusually good tramp, considering tho 
nature of the country traversed. They 
brought in with them $90 in clean-looking 
coarse gold and two nuggeta woigliing 
about $17.50 each, the Ir.tter taken from 
tho Discovery claim, ilr. Buttomer, in 
tho course of a few days, ■will leave for 
Nitinat River, twenty miles west of the 
San Juan, where he expects to discover 
rich ground.

BIr. Drake, instructed by Mr. Theodore 
Davie, apoeared for Mr. Evans; Mr. Mc- 
Creight, (^.C, for Messrs. Vowell, Baker 
and Mclutyre..,' " • ^- ; 

A liquor licence for the half year end- 
ing Slst December, 1877, was granted, in 
the middle of that half yeai-, to Baker & 
Mclntyro, although tho notices required 
by tho Licensing Act, 1875, had not been 
given by them. 

After argument Mr. Drake's application 
was granted on the ground that Baker 
Mclntyro had by omittingto givonotioe arid 
present a petition, according to tho Act of 
1875, faUod to comply with tho absolute 
requirements of tlio law. 

Air. Justice Crease and Mr. Justice 
Gray decided that if tlie holder of a li- 
cence gives tho notices, presents the pe- 
tition and applies to tho Liconsing Court 
under tho Act of 1875, he is entitled, as 
of right, to a renewal or rogi"ant of his 
licence.

THE POPE'S HEALTH. 



The Ftttuxs of the Bleotrlo Llgrlit. 



At no time Iia.s a gi-cater amount of 
invpiitivo genius been concentrated up 
on the production and perfection of the 
electric light than now. Tho beauty of 
tlio ligiit, it.s purity rivaling tho solar, 
its poweKj exceediag. iu intensity by, far 
any other light ever prbiluced by human 
agency, all point clearly to its ultimate 
use for general light purpo.ses; indeed 
it has already been introduced in many 
places for general ligliting. A corres- 
pondent writes to the Loudon "Times" 
from Madrid, that, the Puedro del Sol, 
tho principal place in' TVIadrid, is_ most 
brilliantly and successfully illuminated 
by sucli a iiglit. We quote hi.s do.scrip 
tion; "This place i.s not like anything 
in London, but is something like the 
Place Vendoine at Paris. The lights 
arc six globes of opal glass,. in sets, of 
three, on two lamp posts, "wHicli' are 
about twice as tall as those usually used 
for gas. The first idea is that there 
must bo a full moon shining. Tlio moon 
wns, however, not yet up, and the cause 
whioli made all the shop gas-lights look 
poor, red flames -were so clear. These 
six globes ■were all of them of equal 
brilliancy, and emitted a soft, pale light, 
as steady as an argand flame. I found 
that at about thirty or forty yards from 
the light I could read small print easily j 
still tho light gave no painful glare 
wluitever, but really formed charming 
objects, which it. was diliicult to keep 
one's eyes. off. The moon soon after- 
wards r6se,' aiid it was 'cjear How won- 
derfully similar the two lights wera 
Each of the, globes, at the distance of 
thirty yards, seemed like a full moon, 
and gave about as muoh light.". - . 

Train Robhers Caught. — Omaha, 
June 3rd.

DELAYED PisPAfCHES. 

EUROPE. 
Bucharest, Juno 9. — Tho chamber 
of deputies yesterday decided that the 
Roumanian representatives in the con- 
gress should inflexibly protest against 
the retrocession of Bessarabia and listen 
to no representations or throats intend- 
ed to shake their determination. 

London, June 9. — Adyices from 
Constantinople represent the Bulgarians 
throughout Rouinelia perpetrating hor- 
rible atrocities on Mussulmans.

The Bulgarians continue to commit 
atrocities in the plain of Arda, and 
Mussulmans are fleeing to the Rhodope 
Mountains. It is said that nineteen 
villages have been burned, several old 
men crucified and many woinSo^' vio- 
lated. 

Vienna, June 9. — Tho "New Free

decisions of tHe cohgresB affecting Aus- 
tria. 

Berlin, June 11. — The congress 
will be opened by Prince Bismarck, as 
president, by submitting his memoran- 
dum of points or resume of the subjects 
to bo treated directly by the plenipo- 
tentiaries. A stato banquet at the 
castle will bo given the plenipoten- 
tiaries and their suites on Thursday 
and Friday eyenings. The original an- 
ticipatioin/' that congress would com- 
plete its labors in a fortnight, is thought 
likely to be realized. 

The condition of Dr. Nobeling is 
much improved, and it is thought he 
will recover. Tho recovery of the Em- 
peror is progressing wonderfully. To- 
day ho celebrates tlie 49th anniversary 
of his marriage. Arrests for treason- 
able utterances among classes infected 
with socialism continue very frequent.

Their war cry will 
be like that of the French republicans 
in the contest ■with the De Broglie 
ministrj' — tho return of the present 
liberal members.

The latest wonder of the "gay capital" 
is the introduction of the electric light. 
Not, a moment waa lost by the repub- 
lican:^ aathozities,; after .they ^ had seen 
the clevei" invention of M. Jahlochkofl", 
in adopting it for city purposea Un- 
der the empire opiiuon was not so easily 
gained in favor of a revolution in any- 
thing. A method of lighting streets 
and shops, which was likely to drive 
gaa'Ottltlof jthe market, would have no 
chance lii those days. But now, tele- 
phonos, phonographs, pneumatic dis- 
patch, and electric light are freely 
■welcomed. Tho result js that on Sat- 
urday evening last the Place de I'Opera 
was- tho most magnificent spot in tlie 
world at thatrmpm(Bn^Jf^jiI?iee,m 
white glcw from the electric limners di- 
rectly in front of the steps leaduig up 
to the opera's entrance and scattered at 
intervals across tho grand boulevard 
to the corner of the new avenue leading 
to the Comedie Francaise, made tlie 
spaces for hundreds of yards around 
about as light as day. One of the elec- 
tric candles seems to give as much light 
as one hundred gas jets. Gas looks yel- 
low, muddy, and petty beside this grand 
fire, which defies darkness. For a city 
lighted by the now progress all the ter- 
rors of midnight would vanish. Burg- 
lars would find their occupation gone. 
Tho asiiassin woidd . havo to sell his 
stiletto. Vice of all kinds would 
either slink away, or, disgusted at the 
small rewards which it could obtain 
when it could no longer walk in dark- 
ness, would endeavor to reform. T 
observed in watching the maskers en- 
.teringfthe hall on Saturday night, that 
the' 'accustomed glory seemed to bring 
with it a certain sense of shame to some 
of the rovoUera. There was, for instance, 
a tall and very lovely woman dressed in 
the costume of a gallant youth of 
Raleigh's time — sword, cloak, nose — 
crossing, the square as I arrived. She 
seemed very ill at ease, glanced quickly 
from right to left at^thejj^lqng , lines of 
people witnessing her iprbgress, and I 
felt convinced that some sense of tho 
humiliating absurdity of her position 
came over her. If there had been only 
the semiHobacnii^/pf - lit by 
gas she 'would have' inade ah entree gay- 
ly, and mayhap would have gambolled 
merrily as any of the mad spirits of the 
carnival. 

Tho illumination of the Place do 
rOpera has now pa.ssed beyond experi- 
ment ; It- will be kept' up steadily, and 
the authorities will introduce tho olec- 
tic light in all parts of the city as rap- 
idly as th'ey can. And nb^w; a few words 
about its employment by private per- 
sons, and concerning its mechanism 
cost,- etc. 

M. J abloclikofi" is a Russian and an 
exile. I believe that in Russia ho was 
connected with .the engineer corps of 
the army. He hais heen in France for 
several years, busily engaged since 1874 
in perfecting his invention. In April 
of 1877 ho v/as permitted to make a 
a trial of it in the immense shops of 
the LouA'ra If any American man 
dosen't know what' the "Louvre" is, let 
him ask his wife. It is a. colossal 
establishment like^he Bon Marche, a 
kind of magnified Stewart's, where one 
can buy everything from a pair of 
Swedish kid gloves up to a parlor set 
of furniture covered with Aubusson 
tapestry. 

Tho gaa bills in sucli a place is natural- 
ly tromondoua, and gaa ia hardly tho pro- 
per thing for lighting up beautiful stufl'a 
and showing thoir most beautiful colors.

The regulators aro now, it is truo, used in 
certain vast oatabliahnionts like repair 
shops, foundries, etc. , wliero no groat 
amount of nicity ia required in processes 
of labor; but thoy would not serve at all 
for such places as tho Louvre. The pro- 
prietors of tho last-named place, charmed 
with tho simplicity, of the Russian inven- 
tion, adopted it.
